Kadiri TaJuTc. 

Kadiri was a portion of tire Onddapah district np to 
1910, and was then transferred to tliis district for con^' 
of administration. It is the largest talnk in the district, 
heing 1,158 square miles. It is irregular in shape and its < 
length and hreadth are 45 and 35 miles respectively, 
hounded on the north and east hy Puliv4ndla and "Ht 
taluks respectively of the Cuddapah district, south by ll 
palle taluk of Chittoor district, and west by Penukot 
Hindupur taluks- It is rocky and cutup by detached hill 
destitute of vegetation. Its forests, though extens 
neither so rich nor so picturesque as those of the a( 
Penukonda taluk. There are no rivers save the Madda' 
the Pdpaghni, the former being but the outlet of the 
cheruvu tank of Kadiri and the latter of the Kandukuru 
Madanapalle taluk- Neither of them is of any great ad 
for irrigation. The larger tanks are Kadiri, !Mutyala< 
Pantulacheruvu, Patnam and Vankainaddi; the oth 
insignificant and precarious. The irrigation is most 
private wells. Almost all the dasabandham wells were 
over to the inamdars at the recent resettlement. 

2. The soil is poor and infertile, a large proporti' 
consisting of coarse red sand. The hills are unprc 
The chief products are paddy, cumbu, cholam, hor 
ground-nut and cotton. Paddy and cumbu are the sta 
crops and ragi is also consumed to some extent. Suga 
grown in the red loamy soils of the southern portio 
taluk and a good deal of jaggery is exported to K^yac 
Pulivendla. There is also a considerable export of gr< 
and horse-gram to the coast districts. Except the xni 
jaggery, there is no industry worth mentioning. 

3. Kadiri, Dorigallu and Patnam are places of arch? 
interest. Iswaramala, luagaluru, Palkouda and Paij 
are the principal trigonometrical stations. The most i: 
villages in the taluk are Kadiri, Rokkanti, Kurli, Ii 
Muty^lachemvu, Patnam, Talupula, Thanakallu and Tu 3 

4. Kadiri is reputed to have been named a: 
'‘^Khadira^^ tree (Acacia catechu) under which the 1 
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rasimha was foumd. Tlie town is the head-quarters of the 
and contains, besides the Tahsildar’s and Stationary Sub¬ 
strate's Offices, a Police Station, a Local Fund Dispensary, 
D-Reg-istrar's office. Forest Range office and a Travellers^ 
dow. It is a Union of 7,607 inhabitants of whom 2,772 are 
[mans. Its chief attraction is the famons temple of 
simhasw^mi. The annual car festival iti February and 
h attracts some thousands of devotees and spectators, not 
Erom the district, but also from Bellary and Mysore. The 
lie feature of this festival is that two days after the car 
ssion Panchamas are allowed to enter the temple aftei' 
ng in the Maddal^ru. This item of the festival is known 
Mhla parasa.^’ The tradition is that the present town and 
irroundings were formerly a jungle under the sway of a 
u Chief of Patnam, and that the town is coeval with the 
LG. There is also another popular tradition which is supposed 
30unb for the unique harmony that exists between the local 
iis and Musalmans. Chandravadaiia, daughter of the 

: of Patnam, who was in the habit of making periodical 
to the shrine of Narasimhaswaini, was one day observed 
1 Arab traveller, Mohiyar, who, fascinated by the maiden^s 
jy and findiiig no means of wimiing her hand, became 
ick, starved and perished near the shrine- Attempts were 
} to remove the dead body but it was found impossible even 
t it. Ohandravadana made an. attempt to lift the corpse but 
to find her hands irretrievably'' clasped with the Arab’s 
body. She concluded that ir^ was t'he will of God that she 
Ld die with the A.rab and accordingly ascended the coffin. It 
then that it was possible to lift the corpse. Thus Chandra- 
,na was ititerred alive by the side of Mohiyar. Their grave 
Dll cured even at the present day both by the Hindus and 
almans. This town was obtained by Parwarish Khan as a 
fr but was resumed by the Mahr^ttas in 1756. It was 
red in 1764 by Mir Sahib who resumed it again in 1773. 
a Khan took possession of it in 1779. 

^amr-ud-din fixed his peshcush at 8,050 canteroy pagodas, 
lis refasing the peshcnsh he was attacked, and the jaghir 
again resumed. The family is now extinct. 

iCokkanti is a village about 14 miles south-east of Kadiri and 
a population of 2,825 persons of whom 248 are Musalmans. 
as the seat of an old poligar family. 

Patnam. — This is a village about 9 miles north-west of Kadiri 
L a population of 2,102 persons of whom 240 are Musalmans. 
as a large tank which is fed by a channel from the Madda- 
. Five miles north, on the hills, is a fine old fort. The 
bge is said to have been the seat of an old family of poligars 
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one of whom, Ranga Nayudu, is credited with havii 
structed the tank, Rangatidyanicherayu. It contains £ 
Station and a branch Post Office. The nearest railwaj 
Ealasamfidram is about 2 miles distant. 

Talitpula .—This is a village about 11 miles north- 
Kadiri with a population of 2,993 persons of whom ' 
Musalmans. It was the seat of an old jaghirdar's fan:
